In view of the general alarm felt f. 
about town over 
many 
tine 
maple 
trees losing their leaves, M artin W in­ 
ter communicated with 
Dr. 
IL 
A. 
Surface, State Zoologist, 
who writes 
that the Norway Maple aphis 
is 
to 
blame. 
“The 
infestation will not be 
sufficiently serious to 
require 
tre a t­ 
m ent,” says Dr. Surface, "it appears 
each summer but will not 
kill 
the 
tree. 
"This is commonly called the N or­ 
way Maple Aphis. 
Generally during 
the early part of 
the summer they 
cause considerable concern by infest­ 
ing the leaves of 
Norway 
maple 
trees, and causing them to drop to 
some extent. The infested leaves have 
a sticky substance upon them which 
is also to be seen on the sidewalks 
under the trees, looking like drops of 
oil. This is honey 
dew*, 
which has 
been produced by 
the 
Aphis, and 
which attracts ants and other insects 
in great numbers. 
“ As these Aphis are sucking in­ 
sects, they can not be killed by arsen­ 
ical sprays for chewing insects*. To 
destroy them one can spray with one 
pound of whale oil soap in about five 
or six gallons of w ater or kerosene 
emulsion containing about 
eight or 
ten per cent, kerosene, or very strong 
tobacco decoction, but as a rule it is 
not necessary 
to 
do 
anything 
for 
them. They will cause some leaves to 
drop, which will not perm anently in­ 
jure the trees. Every year we receive 
great numliers of them, sent to this 
office with the inquiry us to what to 
do for them, arni we have never yet 
seen 
evidence 
u t 
their 
perm anent 
damage. 
“They will disappear 
later in the 
season, although they cause consider­ 
able alarm at the present time. Keep 
the trees thrifty 
and 
growing 
by 
watering if the season should become 
dry, and by giving the trees some nit­ 
rogen plant food in the form of ni­ 
trate of soda or cleanings 
from 
the 
poultry house, or 
commercial 
ferti- 
izer.”
